2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The current 
application claims inventions with the technical feature of a mica layer. A mica layer is 
not a novel technical feature as referenced in Cage et al. (US 4,876,898) drawn to an 
apparatus that incorporates insulated wire wrapped with a mica layer. 

3. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder.
